"Yesterday I was in a charge 
bayoneted a Turk right through the 
neck. 
He was the first man I ever 
killed and the sight made me sick 
and squeamish. 
I’ve tried to sleep 
since but its hard work for I frequent­ 
ly wake up and seem to feel my bay­ 
onet going into that Turk's neck. Ugh! 
It's beginning to get on my nerves. 
However, the life here is rather ex­ 
citing and a bit adventurous. Within 
sight of our trench is our watchdog 
warship, patrolling up and down and 
at intervals letting out 10-inch shells 
over our heads and into the enemy’s 
trenches. 
I don’t know her name but 
we call her "Old Four Funnels.” 
I’ve 
been, wounded. 
But it was just a 
scratch of shrapnel on the leg so I 
haven’t bothered to report it. 
Many 
of my comrades have done their bit 
and cashed their checks. 
One I es­ 
pecially liked was firing alongside of 
me and exposed himself too long.

He 
cashed in at once, but

sniper that got him, for I waited for 
him and got him in the same place 
fifteen minutes later."
